The Landfill Closure has been a serious problem. It has been three years since we raised 
$500,000 to cap it. Now, this year, we have got to raise another $400,000 to finish the 
project. We put this project out to bid but at this time the contractor has not been chosen. 
Hopefully, the project will be done this spring. 


As yet no decision has been made on the North Walpole underpasses. The Selectmen and 
Commissioners are still working on it with more hearings coming up in the near future 
that we hope will solve the problems. 


Our Road Agent, Mr. Joe Smith, resigned on June 20. Joe had been the Road Agent for 
30 years. We wish Joe the best and hope he has many years to enjoy whatever he wishes 
to do. We appointed Wayne Thomas as Road Agent in August. Wayne is from North 
Walpole and is working very hard to learn the job. 


The Selectmen are very proud of all the volunteers in Walpole. We thank each one of 
them very much. The Building Committee, the WRAP volunteers, Planning Board, 
Zoning Board, Hooper Board, Conservation Committee, Recreation Committee, 
Cemetery Trustees, Trustees of Trust Funds and Buck Taylor and the seniors who have 
worked for years on the E-911, which is 100% complete. 


We are fortunate in Walpole to have so many young men as heads of our departments. 
Wayne Thomas - Road Agent, Mark Houghton — Water & Sewer Superintendent, Rick 
Cooper — Solid Waste Manager, David Hewes — Chief of Police, Harry Boynton — 
Walpole Fire Chief and Richard Westney — Fire Chief in North Walpole. 

We also have five very capable women, Elaine Wheeler and Lynne Patten in the 
Selectmen’s Office, Sandy Smith — Walpole Town Clerk/Tax Collector, Kathleen Foster- 
North Walpole Tax Collector, and Myra Mansouri — Treasurer. 


With this kind of help and volunteers it is possible to have three grandfathers for 
Selectmen.

TOWN WARRANT 2000 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Walpole qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said town of Tuesday, the 14" day of 
March next, at 8:00 O° clock in the forenoon to act on Article 1 through 16, the First 
Four (4) articles will be voted on at the polls. Polls at the Walpole Town Hall and the 
North Walpole Village Hall will remain open until 7:00 PM. Following the counting of 
the ballots, the meeting will be recessed until Saturday, the 18'" of March next at 1:00 
O’clock in the afternoon, at which time the balance of the Articles will be acted on. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose the necessary town officers for their respective terms. 


ARTICLE 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #1 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Walpole Zoning Ordinance as follows: To amend Article XII, 
Enforcement, to clarify which activities are subject to a building permit and which are 
exempt, and to allow the Selectmen to set an administrative fee for processing permits. 
(BY PETITION) (The Walpole Planning Board RECOMMENDS This Article. ) 


ARTICLE 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #2 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Walpole Zoning Ordinance as follows: To amend Article XVII, 
Definitions, by adding a definition for “building”. 

(BY PETITION) (The Walpole Planning Board RECOMMENDS This Article.) 


ARTICLE 4: “ Are you in favor the adoption of the amendment as proposed by petition 
for the town zoning ordinance to limit the size of any retail establishment to not more 
than 40,000 square feet of gross floor area?” 

(BY PETITION) (The Planning Board RECOMMENDS This Article.) 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $400,000 
for the closing of the Landfill, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $400,000 of 
bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 
Chapter 33) and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or 
notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon. This Is in addition to the $500,000 of 
bonds or notes authorized by the 1998 Town Meeting which brings the total to $900,000 
of bonds or notes. 

NOTE: A two-thirds ballot vote of those in attendance and voting is required for the 
passage of this Article. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS This Article.) 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,303,193 
For the support of the Town poor, for Town libraries, to build and repair bridges and 
highways, to insure the public safety, and for such other expenses as may accrue.

ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 to 
be held in the Capital Reserve Fund — Heavy Highway Equipment.

Reserve-Heavy Highway Equipment, not to exceed the sum of $62,500, for the purchase 
of a new Loader/Backhoe.

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WALPOLE WATER DEPARTMENT REPORT — 1999 


1999 has left the Walpole Water Department with a long list of achievements. The first 
leg of the Maplewood Park — Homestead Avenue project was completed. This consisted 
of almost 650 feet of new water main extending from the back of the park to Turnpike 
Street. Many thanks to the homeowners that had to put up with their streets being tore up 
for some of the summer. This project will begin again in the spring as we cross Turnpike 
Street and tie back into the old system behind RJ Johnson’s. This part of the project 
includes a couple hundred-foot section on Turnpike Street. We are also planning to 
remove a 50,000-gallon storage tank on Reservoir Road in the spring and replace it with a 
smaller temporary under ground system to help a rust and pressure problem that has 
plagued this part of town for many years. 


We deeply appreciate the patience that our customers have demonstrated in some of our 
problem areas. We are working off a long-term plan and are striving to address these 
areas in a timely manner with the funds available. 


Our primary goal is to provide high quality water at a below average price. With your 
spring bills of 1999 you should have received a Consumer Confidence Report (CCR). 
This is a federally mandated report that can be likened to ingredient statements found on 
food products. The purpose of this report is consumer awareness as to the quality of the 
water you receive at your faucet. Monthly State water testing is performed as it is much 
more extensive Federal testing on a yearly basis. If anyone would like a copy of the CCR 
report or has any specific questions please contact the water department.

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The Walpole Police made 54 arrests in 1999 
The Walpole Police responded to 79 motor vehicle accidents in 1999 


The Walpole Police handled approximately 509 calls that came directly to the Police 
Department and were dispatched to 902 calls by Southwestern Mutual Aid in Keene, NH 


Walpole Police appeared in court 69 times, either in Keene District Court or Cheshire 
County Superior Court in 1999. 


The Walpole Police Department maintained its status as the 7" busiest town, out of 27 
towns dispatched by Southwestern Mutual Aid in Keene, NH. 


The stats for 1999 were compatible with the 1998 stats with two exceptions; motor 
vehicle stops were down significantly which contributed to a 55% increase in motor 
vehicle accidents, 44 in 1998 to 79 in 1999. Motor vehicle accidents have fluctuated in 
Walpole from over 100 in 1995, 1996, down to 44 in 1998 and now up to 79 in 1999. 
The good news is that this is the third year in a row without a fatal accident in town. 
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The 1999 Police Department budget started with a deficit of approximately $14,000.00 
due to the wrong figures used in the area Health Insurance, Dental, FICA, Life & 
Disability Retirement and $3,000.00 out of the Part-time Officer’s budget. 


The above figures forced me to reduce patrols significantly and utilize the New 
Hampshire State Police to fill in throughout the year. By doing this we reduced the 
deficit down to approximately $8,000.00 over the budget. 


The Walpole Police Department conducted an investigation in Walpole, which netted 
$10,000.00 in alleged drug money, which could be turned over to the Town of Walpole in 
2000, if the courts grant the petition. 


Sgt. David Peltier was promoted to Lt. Peltier in July 1999 and has been a great addition 
to the Walpole Police Department. The town did receive $25,000.00 in Federal Grant 
money for his position in 1999. 

I would like to thank the members of the Walpole Police Department for their dedication 
and service. I would also like to thank the Selectmen and the staff for their assistance 


during the year. 


I would like to thank the residents of the Town of Walpole for their support and look 
forward to another year of serving the community.

The Welfare Department handled 28 clients this year, up 3 from 1998 which was 35 
clients. Although repayments were less this year the expenditures did go down. Last 
years expenditures were $17,683.03 with this years total expenditures being $13,803.37, 
down $3,879.66 from last year. 


I believe the decrease is due to Welfare Reform and the clients working toward becoming 
self-sufficient. Welfare is not permanent but we do wish to help people to pick 
themselves up and work toward their goals. I feel that the Town of Walpole has done the 
best job possible in making it’s clients self sufficient and to this end the clients feel better 
about who they are and what they have accomplished.

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WALPOLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Many important happenings occurred during 1999 that kept the Conservation 
Commission members busy much of the time. 


Early in the year we, along with the other towns along Cold River, supported legislation 
that would bring the Cold River under the "“Rivers Management Protection Program"” 
The move was successful and Cold River has this added protection for eternity. 


Mr. Leslie Hubbard gave a conservation easement to the Town on about 15 acres of his 
land along North Road and Old Drewsville Road. This action will guarantee that parcel 
of land will remain open space. We and the Town’s people are grateful for Mr. 
Hubbard’s generosity. 


Mr. And Mrs. Winthrop Nelson donated a 24 acre parcel of forest land on the southerly 
side of the French Road. This parcel adjoins the Town owned March Town Forest and 
will be known as the Nelson Town Forest. With this gift the Town owns 46 acres of land 
along the French Road and southerly to the base of the Pinnace; nearly a square block of 
diverse forest land. We express our gratitude to Mr. and Mrs. Nelson. 


At Town Meeting of 1999 the voters gave permission to the Conservation Commission to 
place conservation easements on Town forests. We are happy to report that we have 
completed both the Nelson and March Town Forests. The former Water Company Lot 
on Reservoir Road is 99% completed. The week of January 17, 2000 we will start the 
process on the Merriam and Trombley Town Forests. We are hopeful that all Town 
Forests will be under easement by the end of the year. We are working with the 
Monadnock Conservancy in Keene, NH. They have been great and are performing in a 
very professional manner. 


We had the usual number of complaints. We try to look into each one we receive. If 
action needs to be taken, we do whatever is appropriate. When we cannot become 
involved, we advise the complainant of his options for help. 


We had only one referral to the Wetlands Bureau in 1999. Their investigation found that 
there were no violations and the case is closed. 


A Walpole student at Fall Mountain Regional High Scholl is engaged in Project SERVE, 
a program run by the University of New Hampshire Extension Service. We are again this 
year providing a monitor support person to counsel this young person with the work. 


What’s Ahead for 2000? 
Completing the conservation easement project. This is important to the commission, as 
we believe in providing open space for all to enjoy now and in the future. We will also 


be looking for opportunities to work with private property owners who may be interested 
in protecting open space. 
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The time has come to look at the Connecticut River, perhaps provide access for people to 
walk to scenic spots along the river. We must also consider working with other Town 
bodies to provide protection guidelines or, more specifically, solid protection status along 
the river shoreline. 


Trail maintenance is a problem. We have to upgrade this part of our work. You should 
see improvements this year. 


We wish to thank Town officials and workers for their support without which we could 
not provide the programs outlined above. We also thank the citizens of Walpole and the 
voters who have given their support freely during the year.

1999 REPORT OF THE HOOPER INSTITUTE 


The Hooper Institute continued to serve the community of Walpole through its 
educational programs in 1999. In accordance with the will of George L. Hooper, 
programs in agriculture, forestry, botany, soils and environmental conservation were 
offered. 


Hooper Institute personnel visited each classroom at the Walpole and North Walpole 
schools on a weekly basis. Primary age children learned about plant and animals cycles, 
signs of the seasons and recycling. They planted and harvested a school garden and 
visited many natural features in Walpole including ponds, fields and falls. 


Middle school students visited local farming and forestry operations, pressed cider and 
learned about agricultural history at the Farm and Forest Museum. Soil conservation, 
trees and foresty, wetlands and the Connecticut River Valley were major units of study as 
well. Wildlife studies and snowshoe expeditions were popular. 


Junior High school students conducted water quality tests of local waterways and helped 
stock salmon fry in the Cold River. Skills Center students taught recycling skills to 
younger students and helped with outdoor projects. 


At the High School level, the Hooper Committee awarded grants to high school youth to 
attend a 4-H teen conference and funds to buy livestock to further their agricultural 
interest. A summer work program placed teens at local farms where they gained insight 
into the business and practical skill demanded to manage a farm. 


The Summer Program for children in Grades 1-8 attracted about sixty participants. Based 
at the Hooper Institute, they did crafts, played games and learned about native lore. They 
also visited farms, forests, fields and water features in town and gained an appreciation of 
the unique beauty of Walpole. Nearly twenty children completed individual 
woodworking projects using the wood shop at Hooper. 


A variety of Community Programs were offered on weekends. 98 people attended 
winter/spring programs. They visited the Farm Museum, assembled bluebird houses and 
learned to use a compass. 60 people attended our annual Open House in the fall. 

145 students and chaperones from area schools visited the Farm and Forest Museum 
housed at the Hooper Institute. Personnel also worked with community youth groups. 


Thanks to the many people who have supported the Hooper Institute with donations of 
time and expertise this year. A special thanks to the Hooper Committee for their 
guidance.

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WALPOLE TOWN LIBRARY ANNUAL REPORT — 1999 


Staff changes and capital improvements to the two libraries have been the most 
significant items to report this year. The Board of Trustees is sure that these efforts will 
help to improve library service to the residents of our town. 


In terms of staffing, both Barbara Dretzin, Assistant Librarian, and Ellen Miffitt, Library 
Director, moved on to new phases in their lives: Barbara into well-deserved retirement 
and Ellen to relocation in Olympia, Washington. We appreciate the efforts of both these 
people to advance the role of our library. 


Mary Farrell, our Saturday librarian, moved from that position to become the Assistant 
Librarian and also to take charge of the children’s programs. Besides her experience 
here, Mary had previous library experience at the Brooks Memorial Library in 
Brattleboro, Vt. Replacing Mary on Saturdays is Michael Kreek. In addition to his 
service at the desk, Michael, who has his own computer business, is our in-house 
technology expert. 


The Board is very pleased and grateful to have obtained the valuable service of Frankie 
Knibb as our new library director. She has a Master’s Degree in Library Science from 
the University No. Carolina. She served as university archivist and head of the reference 
department at Roosevelt University in Chicago as well as assistant reference and 
acquisitions librarian at the University of Georgia. She is an experienced administrator 
and exhibits outstanding interpersonal skills. 


1999 also saw the retirement of Joan Horskin from the Board of Trustees. She served 
many years on the board, several of them as chairperson. She was a person very 
knowledgeable about library matters and procedures. We were fortunate to recruit 
someone with a strong interest in libraries to fill the vacant position. Kate Nerrie, the 
past president of the Friends of the Library, is our new and valuable addition to the board. 


Improvements to both libraries were made possible from invested money in the Austin I. 

And Winona V. Hubbard Fund. Among the more significant projects were: 

(1) The Bridge Memorial Library building was brought up to fire safety code: Closure 
of holes in the ceiling of the cellar; smoke and heat detectors connected to a security 
service; emergency lighting in all four rooms; lighted exit signs; and new electrical 
panel in the attic. 

(2) external book drops were added to both the Bridge Memorial Library and the North 
Walpole Branch Library (also related to fire safety concerns) 

(3) landscaping was done in front of the new handicapped accessible ramp. 

(4) The reference room was air-conditioned. 

(5S) The children’s room and the reading room at the Bridge Memorial Library were 
recarpeted. 

(6) Anew copier was purchased for the Bridge Memorial Library and a reconditioned 
copier supplied for the North Walpole Branch. 
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The Board of Trustees also initiated an update of our insurance policy. As a result, we 
have stored in a safety deposit box a professionally recorded video tape of the exterior 
and interior of the Bridge Memorial Library. Th valuation of the building was increased 
from $100,000 to $191,000 with the contents increased from $50,000 to $100,000.

Additionally, the Board of Trustees has revisited and revised both the policy for 
library operation and the personnel policy. Also instituted were long range plans for 
future improvements and policy reviews broken down into 2 yr.; 4 yr.’ And 6 yr. plans. 
The board has also worked the Trustees of the Trust Funds to develop a mutually 
agreeable plan for them to manage the investment program for the Austin I. and Winona 
V. Hubbard Fund. We appreciate this valuable service. 


As always, we are indebted to a dedicated group of volunteers who have contributed 863 
hours of valuable service to the library. Also appreciated is the generosity of the Friends 
of the Library for their contribution of $3,000. 


We were saddened this year by the passing of two very strong supporters of the concept 
of public libraries. Elliott Woodward, who served faithfully for many years as a member 
of the library Board of Trustees, was fondly remembered by friends and family through 
generous memorial contributions in his name to the library. 


Holmes Whitmore, who also served the town with his years of Selectman, remembered 
the library with his very generous bequest in memory of his wife, to be known as the 
Marjorie T. Whitmore Fund. Our deepest gratitude goes out to those who recognize the 
value of a library as a vital service to the community.

REPORT OF THE RECYCLING/SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE — 1999 


1999 was the year Walpole’s Recycling Program received the award for the “Best 
Municipal Recycling Program” from the Northeast Resource Recovery Association. This 
is singular recognition for the dedication and achievements of our Volunteers and Brian 
Krish and Manager, Rick Cooper. It also is a tribute to the individuals and businesses of 
Walpole without whose continued support no award could have been achieved. 


Everyone was busy at The Center. This was our first full year of operation with all the 
activities formerly at the landfill now at The Center. Tonnage of recyclables was up 14% 
over 1998. Income from recyclables sold and fees collected (not including “Pay by Bag” 
bag sales) was $26,420. Brush chipping was started and a managed compost operation 
begun. Walpole businesses increased their use of The Center and broadened the list of 
materials they recycled. Cardboard tubes are now being baled in addition to the normal 
cardboard and chipboard. Tin cans are now baled for greater efficiency and ease of 
storage as they await shipment to market. 


The building was painted outside. The entry to the site was paved to improve drainage 
and access. The pads on which the glass roll-off sits were improved to facilitate loading 
and unloading. 


Our operating expenses were well below budget. This was principally the result of the 
Keene landfill extending its closing date from April 1°. Keene received our solid waste 
and construction and demolition debris. Our budget was predicated on an April 1* 
closing and a $110 tipping fee. After Keene’s closure we were able to develop an 
alternate tipping location at nearly a 40% cost reduction per ton. In addition North 
Walpole, which has a separate pick-up program, experienced challenges with their trash 
hauler. This challenge caused the solid waste, normally delivered from North Walpole to 
The Center to be diverted elsewhere and accordingly our solid waste volume was lower 
with a corresponding lower cost. North Walpole’s solid waste will return to The Center 
in 2000. 


The Spring hazardous household waste day did not work out as well as the Fall day has in 
the past so we will return to a Fall day in 2000. Both Brian and Rick attended the State’s 
hazardous waste course and are now certified to identify and manage such wastes. Freon 
removal from refrigerators and air conditioners was started in accord with State rules. 


Our own operating procedures and rules were brought together in one document which 
was approved by the Selectmen. They also reappointed Barbara Aldrich and Doug Ladd 
to the WRAP Committee. The Selectmen’s support of Recycling and Solid Waste 
activities is much appreciated.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY 
outside burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow where the burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227- 
L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also 
liable for all fire suppression costs. 


There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests 
and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. During the 1999 season Forest Rangers were busy 
assisting communities with suppression of difficult and remote multi-day fires. Forest 
Rangers have also investigated numerous complaints regarding violations of the timber 
harvest and forest fire laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you 
have nay questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 
271-2217. 


There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the 
state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the 
Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The 1999 
fire season was a challenging but safe year for wildland firefighters in New Hampshire. 
The severe drought conditions throughout the spring and summer months combined with 
residual effects of 1998 Ice Storm, resulted in a dramatic increase in wildland fires. In 
addition to burning in excess of 452 acres, 35 structures were also impacted by wildfires. 
Wildland fires in the urban interface are a serious concern for both landowners and 
firefighters. Homeowners can help protect their structures by maintaining adequate green 
space around them and making sure that houses are properly identified with street 
numbers. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 

aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response 

from local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland 

fires and keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE FIRE CHIEF 


We responded to 131 emergency calls in 1999, up from 89 in 1998. The calls consisted 
of structure, vehicle, and brush fires, motor vehicle accidents, water rescue, fire and CO 
alarms, hazardous material spills, downed power lines, and assisting the ambulance. 


The new engine that was voted on at the last District Meeting was ordered in March, and 
is now in service. I feel that the committee did an excellent job in designing this piece of 
apparatus that will serve the community well for a very long time. 


Every house in Walpole should have been assigned a 911 house number. It is extremely 
important that you install the numbers in a place that 1s easily visible from the road. The 
little effort that it takes to install them will pay offin the event that you need emergency 
services. We can’t provide the help you need if we can’t find you. 


The members of the Walpole Fire Department have trained hard, and worked hard this 
past year. These people are dedicated to protecting lives and property in this community. 
I can only hope that the residents of Walpole are as proud of them as I am. 

I would like to thank the members and officers of the WALPOLE FIRE DEPARTMENT, 
and BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS, and the LADIES AUXILLIARY for their 


cooperation and support this past year. 


Please remember, smoke detectors, seat belts, 911 house numbers, and common sense, 
will make safer lives for us all.

Charles Miller presented a plaque to William Houghton recognizing the many years of 
dedicated service that he served the Town as Water Superintendent, 1968-1998. 


David Westover explained the Moderator’s Rules of the conduct of the meeting. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,290,787 
for the support of the Town poor, for Town libraries, to build and repair bridges and 
highways, to insure the public safety, and for such other expenses as may accrue. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMEND this Article.) 


Motion by William Houghton, seconded by David Huntress 

An Amendment was made by Sheldon Sawyer to see if the Town will vote to increase the 
sum to be raised and appropriated by $4,500. This amount to be used to increase the 
Selectmen’s compensation by $1,500 per Selectman. The Amendment was passed by a 
voice vote. 


Charles Miller presented the budget. 


A voice vote was held on Article 2 as amended to $2,295,287. Amended Article 2 passed 
with a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $562,700 to 
replace the foundation of the Town Hall, to remodel and add on the Town Offices, do the 
necessary ADA work (elevator, restrooms and handicap ramp) plus miscellaneous 
charges for engineering services, supervision contingency, land purchase from St. Peters 
Church, and the rental expense for temporary Town Offices during construction. This 
work to be paid for by using $250,000 from the town surplus and a one time raising of 
taxes of up to $321,700 from taxes. (Note: The Building Committee anticipates 
receiving an ADA grant of $67,500 to help with the ADA compliance work. This grant 
cannot be applied for until after a favorable Town vote. If this grant is received the actual 
amount to be raised by one time tax levy would be $245,200.00.

(b) for the removal and replacement of the existing underground oil storage tank; (c) for 
the completion of the existing handicapped accessible bathrooms in the Town Hall; (d) 
for the construction of an elevator at the north end of the Town Hall; (e) for the 
construction of a new handicapped accessible ramp to the Town Hall; and (f) to the 
extent remaining, for the beginning construction and equipping of new offices for the 
Selectmen on the first floor of the Town Hall, for the enlargement of the town clerk’s 
offices and for the remodeling of the kitchen, furthermore to authorize and encourage the 
Board of Selectmen to use the funds appropriated in this Article as matching funds for 
applications for grants for handicapped accessible facilities to replace funds lost last year. 
(BY PETITON) Further, the undersigned ask that the vote of this Article be by secret 
ballot in accordance with RSA 40-4-a.
